One man dying, with hia '>-% foot 
out off, his leg smashed a4 other ine 
Juries, and another man tvs hundred 
yards away, with the head completely 
severed from the body, was the hore 
rible discovery made upon tie G.T.P, 
tracks at North Edmonton lagi night, 
about a mile east of the Norton street 
crosaing, 

TWo men named W, D. Brooks and 
H. B, Balfour, employed at the Weet- 
ern Foundry, heara heart “ending 
sreans and moans af ihey +-ry re. 
turning from work along the 
tracks. Upon going to the spot from 
whence the sounds proceeded, they 
were horrified to discover a man in 
terrible agony, covered with blood. He 
had evidently been run over by a 
train, for his left foot was cut off 
above the ankle, and there were signs 
that he had been badly mutilated, 

They lost no time in rushing to @ 
near-by telephone and sending calle 
for assistance to Dr. Rippon, of North 
Edmonton, and to the ceistral police 
Station, :

The rema:.e wore carefully colles- 
ted, and afterwards conveyed to the 
undertaking parlors of Connelly and 
McKinley.
